state. The law points were then sub- 
mitted, but owing to the desire to save 
time arguments were net heard 
on 
them, although Judge Kunkel 
stated 
that he would allow full discussion.

HUGE CROPS ASSURED 


SHERIFF LOADED T H E JURY 


Supreme Court Justice Sets Aside In 
dictmcnts In Jersey City Cases. 


Trenton, N. J., June 9.—The supreme 
court in an opinion by Justice Swayze 
set aside a number of indictments that 
were found in Hudson county in 1907 
against Chief of Police Monahan. of 
Jersey 
City; 
Assistant 
Corporati^ 
Counsel James W. McCarthy 
and a 
number t)f policemen. These men had 
been Indicted for conspiracy to Inter 
fere with the primary election of 1907. 
The police officials, acting under the 
advice of McCarthy, had arrested the 
election officers for refusing to reeeivG 
the ballots of certain voters. 


Justice Swayze, In his opinion, se 
verely criticises Sheriff John 
Kaiser, 
of Hudson county, for 
not 
having 
drawn an Impartial Jury. He cites the 
fact that Kaiser was chalrftaan of tho 
Hudson county Republican committPi^ 
and leader of the faction In the party 
opposed to the faction with which the 
indicted men were identified» Justice 
Swayze says that a majority of the 
grand jury were friendly to the sher 
Iff's faction and that the other faction 
did not have a single 
representative 
on the grand Jury. 
That the 
Jury 
chosen by Kaiser was not an impartial 
one he deduces from the facts and 
therefore sets all of the indictments 
aside. 


Arta and Condition of Wheat 
Bttt«r 
Thlt Year Than La»t. 


Washington, June 9.—The crop re- 
porting board of the bureau of statis- 
tics of the department of agriculture 
Issued a bulletin estimating tho area 
sown to spring wheat to bo 3.7 per 
cent moro than tho area sown 
last 
year, Indicating a total area of about 
17.710.000 acres, or 631.000 acres moro 
than sown last year. The condition of 
spring wheat on June 1 was 95 per 
cent of a normal, as coniparod with 
8S.7 on Juno 1, 1907, and 93.2. iho 
June 1 average of the past ton years. 


The condition of Avlnter wheat on 
Juno 1 was 86 per cent of a normal a^ 
compared with 77.4 on June 1, 1907. 
and 81. the June 1 average of the past 
ten years. 


The area sown to oats is estimated 
to be 0.6 per cent less than the area 
sown last yean Indicating a total area 
of about 31.044.000 acres, or 193,000 
acres loss than last year. The condi- 
tion of the oats crop ou June 1 was 
92.9 per cent of a normal, as compared 
with SI.6 on June 1, 1907, and SS.9, 
the Juno 1 average of the past ten 
years. 


Tho area sown to barley la estimated 
to be 3.9 per cent more than the area 
sown last year, indicating a total area 
of about 
0,697,000 acres, or 249,000 
more than last year. The condition of 
tho crop on June 1 was 89.7 per cent 
of a normal, as compared with 84.9 
on Jime 1, 1907, and 89.5 the June 1 
average of the past ten years. 


The condition of rye on June 1 waa 
91.3 per cent of a normal, as com- 
pared with 88.1 on June 1, 1907, and 90 
the June 1 average of the past ten 
years. 


The condition of meadows (hay) on 
June 1 was 96.S per cent of a normal, 
as compared with 93.5 on May 1. 


New Brunswick, N, J., June y. — 
What Is believed to have been a case 
of murder and robbery came to light 
when the body of Thomas Martin, the 
face covered with blood, was found in 
a vacant lot. It was found that Martin's 
death resulted 
from cerebral 
hemor-

Won Honors at Gettysburg;. 


John William Hart, aged 75 years, a 
Union veteran, who nerved in the Sixth 
Pennsylvania Reserves, died in Cumber­ 
land, Md., Tuesday, Congress voted him 
a special gold medal for bravery at the 
battle of Gettysburg. 
When the Confed­ 
erate «sharpshooters from an old house, 
were picking off Union officers, and vol­ 
unteers were called to raid the house, 
Sergeant Hart, the first to step forward, 
was given 12 picked men. 
That night he 
captured the cabin and made the Confed­ 
erates, 40 in number, surrender to him 
personally.- He was a member of the Le­ 
gion of Honor, and leaves a wife and five 
children. 


Harry T Petry; whose case attracted 
widespread attention four or five years 
ago, died in Westminster, Md., Friday 
night, June 5, after a week’s illness, at 
the age of about 40 years. Petry was an 
inmate some years ago of the Maryland 
University Hospital, suffering with tu­ 
berculosis of the boues of both legs. 
Amputation after amputation was per­ 
formed until at last nothing of the limb* 
remained but two short stumps. 
Then 
the diseased portion of the logs appear 
ed to have been entirely removed and 
he was dismissed from the hospital. 
Both arms were paralyzed an<j he was 
helpless. 


While asleep early Wednesday morn 
ing John Ziuk of Norristown, aged 13 
years, got from his bed, dressed himself 
and walked through the open window 
of his room on the third floor of the 
home of his sister, iirs. James Ark­ 
wright, The boy landed on the fence 
surrounding the home, and was perhaps 
fatally injured. Young Zink was caught 
by the bottom of his trousers and he was 
thrown forward, his head striking the 
ground and rendering him unconscious. 
It is feared he sustained a concussion of 
the brain. His groans were heard by a 
neighbor, who released the boy from his 
uncomfortable position. 


The body of John Warner, 35 years 
old, of Scranton, was found floating in 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal at Waver* 
ton. 
Marks on the left side of the face 
and temple indicate that Warner proba­ 
bly was murdered and his body thrown 
into the canal. 


Aged Woman's Wanderings. 


Mrs. John Greenaway of Hanover, re­ 
turned from Philadelphia Wednesday ev­ 
ening, where she had gone for the pur­ 
pose of bringing her aged mother, Mrs. 
Helen Cartwright, to her home in Hano­ 
ver. 


It will be remembered that Mrs. Cart­ 
wright wandered from the home of her 
daughter early on the morning of May 8, 
causing great apprehenRion to the family. 
Several days afterwards it was learned 
that the lady had been found in the streets 
of York and sent to the almshouse. 
She 
remained there several days and when 
Mr. Greenaway had gone there to bring 
her home, she had departed. 
Later the 
family learned that the aged lady through 
the assistance of chance acquaintances had 
reached New York city, her former home. 
Here she was observed wandering alone 
through the streets by the city authori­ 
ties. 
In the course of an examination 
she told#that her home was in Hanover, 
Pa., whereupon she was sent to an insti­ 
tution in Philadelphia, pending an inves­ 
tigation. 
Here she was located by her 
daughter, who brought her home Wed­ 
nesday evening. 


George F. Payne Dead. 


George F. Payne, of the firm o, 
George F. Payne & Co., builders of the 
new state capitol at Harrisburg, and a 
defendant in the capitol conspiracy 
case, died at his home In Philadelphia 
aged fifty-five years. Death was caus 
ed by a complication of diseases. 


Mr. Payne, who was one-of the best 
known contractors and builders in thia 
city, was under indictment, together 
with his business partner Charles G 
Wetter, on a charge of conspiracy in 
connection with the capitol painting 
and decorating contracts. 


George F. Payne & Co., were the 
general contractors for the capitol 
under the public building commission, 
and so far as the actual construction 
of the building is concerned there was 
no complaint against Payne & Co. The 
structure cost $4,500,000 but the cost 
of the furnishings, fittings and decora­ 
tions ran the total up to about $13,- 
000,000. 
The allegations are that the 
state was robbed in connection with 
the awarding of these furnishing and 
decorating contracts and by the ex* 
cessive amounts charged. 


CAPITOL ARGUMENT 


HUGE CROPS ASSURED 


Mr. 
Cunningham 
Opens For the 
Commonwealth. 


THE LAW POINTS UNDECIDED 


Harrisburg, Pa., June 9.—The cap­ 
itol metallic furniture contract con­ 
spiracy trial, which has been occupy­ 
ing the Dauphin county court since 
May 12, has entered upon its final 
stage and the expectation is to close 
it on Friday. 
Law points were sub­ 
mitted and Deputy Attorney General 
Cunningham began his address to the 
jury, opening the speeches for the de­ 
fence. 


Eight hours was allowed each side 
in which to make the closing speeches 
to the Jury, the defense offering ex- 
Attorney General W. U. Hensel and 
George S. Graham as its orators on 
behalf of all defendants, while Mr. 
Cunningham, James Scarlet and At­ 
torney General M. Hampton Todd were 
announced as the speakers for the 
state, The law points were then sub­ 
mitted, but owing to the desire to save 
time arguments were net heard on 
them, although Judge Kunkel stated 
that he would allow full discussion. 
There were twelve points for Architect 
Huston, six for Contractor H. Burd 
Cassell and two each for the former 
state officials, Messrs. Snyder, Mathues 
and Shumaker. In the main they asked 
that binding instructions be given on 
the ground that no case has been made 
out; that the standard of measure­ 
ment was made up honestly and that 
there was no fraud in the measure­ 
ment. 
. In his opening Mr. Cunningham re­ 
viewed the transaction leading to the 
indictment, going back to the award 
of the contract in 1902. His discussion 
evoked some objections from Messrs. 
Graham and Schaeffer, who demanded 
that he refer to Messrs. Harris and 
Hardenbergh, former state officials, in 
speaking of the award, as they were 
predecessors of the former officials at 
the bar. Mr. Cunningham conducted a 
demonstration of the plans and sched­ 
ule for the jurymen. He then described 
the process through which each in­ 
voice went <o be passed upon and 
paid, linking the defendants with the 
various stages, and where the state 
claims duplication in payments. 


SH E R IFF LOADED TH E JURY 


“ Devil Chaser” Is Intan«. 


The commission appointed to exam 
ine Robert Bachman, the religious fa­ 
natic who murdered his little niece 
during an orgie at Nazareth, performed 
the duty in the county jail at Easton, 
Pa., and filed a report to the effect 
that the prisoner's mind is unbalanced, 
and recommended that he be removed 
to an asylum. 


Supreme Court Justice Sets Aside In 
dlctments In Jersey City Cases. 


Trenton, N. J., June 9.—The supreme 
court in an opinion by Justice Swayze 
set aside a number of indictments that 
were found in Hudson county in 1907 
against Chief of Police Monahan, of 
Jersey 
City; 
Assistant 
Corporate 
Counsel James W. McCarthy and a 
number t)f policemen. These men had 
been indicted for conspiracy to inter­ 
fere with the primary election of 1907. 
The police officials, acting under the 
advice of McCarthy, had arrested the 
election officers for refusing to receive 
the ballots of certain voters. 


Justice Swayze, In his opinion, se 
verely criticises Sheriff John Kaiser, 
of Hudson county, for 
not 
having 
drawn an impartial Jury. He cites the 
fact that Kaiser was chairman of the 
Hudson county Republican committee 
and leader of the faction in the party 
opposed to the faction with which the 
indicted men were identified. Justice 
Swayze says that a majority of the 
grand jury were friendly to the sher 
iff's faction and that the other faction 
did not have a single representative 
on the grand Jury. 
That the Jury 
chosen by Kaiser was not an impartial 
one he deduces from the facts and 
therefore sets all of the Indictments 
aside. 


Arta and Condition of Wheat Bttttr 
Thlt Year Than Last. 


Washington, June 9.—The crop re­ 
porting board of the bureau of statis­ 
tics of the department of agriculture 
Issued a bulletin estimating tho area 
sown to spring wheat to bo 3.7 per 
cent more than tho area sown last 
year, indicating a total area of about 
17.710,000 acres, or 631,000 acres more 
than sown last year. The condition of 
spring wheat on June 1 was 95 per 
cent of a normal, as compared with 
8S.7 on Juno 1, 1907, and 93.2, the 
June 1 average of the past ten years. 


The condition of winter wheat on 
June 1 was 86 per cent of a normal a* 
compared with 77.4 on June 1, 1907, 
and SI, the June 1 average of the past 
ten years. 


The area sown to oats is estimated 
to be 0.G per cent less than the area 
sown last year, indicating a total area 
of about 31,644,000 acres, or 193.000 
acres less than last year. The condi­ 
tion of the oats crop on June 1 was 
92.9 per cent of a normal, as compared 
with SI.6 on June 1, 1907, and SS.9, 
the June 1 average of the past ten 
years. 


The area sown to barley Is estimated 
to be 3.9 per cent more than the area 
sown last year, indicating a total area 
of about 
6,697,000 acres, or 249,000 
more than last year. The condition of 
the crop on June 1 was 89.7 per cent 
of a normal, as compared with S4.9 
on June 1, 1907, and S9.5 the June 1 
average of the past ten years. 


The condition of rye on June 1 was 
91.3 per cent of a normal, as com­ 
pared with 88.1 on June 1, 1907, and 90 
the June 1 average of the past ten 
years. 


The condition of meadows (hay) on 
June 1 was 96.S per cent of a normal, 
as compared with 93.5 on May 1. 


New Brunswick, N. J., June

BARK BEETLE IS CONQUERED. 


Nature Comes to Aid of Forestry De- 


partment in Annihilating De- 


stroyers. 


After ruining a billion and a half 


feet of the choicest lumber in 
the 


Black Hills of South Dakota, and rav- 
aging thousands of acres of the finest 
pine trees in Ae West the little bark 
beetle, which has robbed Uncle Sam's 
forestry division of 310,00'\000 in the 
last ten years, has been put tc. rout by 
nature work:r_g in her own w-ay to ac- 
complish that of whii/a the scientists 
connected with the bureau made a 
complete failure. Already the beetles 
are on the decline in numbers and the 
forest rangers now believe that with- 
in a few years the !mie pest will have 
disappeared entirely from the Black 
Hills forests. 


Last year the foresters, v.-ho fcad 


vainly tried many remedies, noticed 
that many of the trees attacked by 
the beetles were s'aedding their bark, 
effectually killing every beetle which 
happened to be in the tree at tte time 
the bark fell. They investigated and 
soon found that every tree from which 
the bark had fallen was covered with a 
grayish slime which worked between 
the wood and the bark, loosing the 
latter from the wood and causing the 
death of every young beetle which hap- 
pened to be in its little gallery or lar- 
vae mine. In most cases the bark sim- 
ply fails from the tree, leaving the 
wood bare and bringing the beetles 
down tc earth and certain death. 


The foresters ceased their wood cut- 


ting and stripping and turned their 
attention to transplanting the 
new 


slime to different portions of the areas 
which the beetles had attacked, and 
within a few months a serious decline 
in the number of new trees attacked by 
the 
beetles was noticed.—New York

It is one of the 
first impulses that they get after reaching tnis country. The 
reason is clear. The possibilities of home owning on the 
Continent are remote, with the result that the ownership of 
a home is a cherished longing. They perceive that such 
ownership is possible in this country, and they set about it 
actively, securing it eventually at great personal sacrifice 
and probable extinction of freedom. The children of many 


a family have grown up in want owing to the insatiable longing of the par- 
ents to own the home that they live in. They save nothing by It, but on the 
other hand run the risk of incumbeiing themselves with unsalable property. 
They have the delusion that they are not paying rent; but they are paying 
rent and probably more than they can afford. 


The advice that I would give is to select a house or flat well within one's 


means and put the balance of the savings regularly in the bank. If an oppor- 
tunity in another part of the country then comes one will not find his move- 
ments hampered by the necessity of maintaining an unprofitable investment. 
The American people are essentially nomadic. They cannot be otherwise, 
with new regions to exploit, new towns to found, and new opportunities to 
grasp. 


Take the advice of one who has passed the allotted years of three-score 


and ten and who has been a home owner ever since he was twenty-three, dis- 
carding from time to time what appeared to be perfectly satisfactory when it 
was bought, and usually, interest computed, at a loss. It is my firm convic- 
tion that no man shown own his own. home until he has prosperously passed 
the age of sixty years. 


'' 7s Conciseness a Virtue? f

HE gospel of conciseness, like the gospel of silence, is pro- 
claimed in hundreds of articles and books. Every one, 
however little he himself follows" its precepts, recommends 
them to his friends and charges disregard of them upon his 
foes. Now, conciseness is neither a good thing nor a bad 
thing in itself. Its vaiue, like its appropriateness, aepends 
upon the subject, upon the occasion, upon the audience ad- 
dressed. But the success of it depends most of all upon tie 
personality of the speaker. If terseness can be united with 


vigor of expression which conveys the idea powerfully to the mind and with 
point which fixes it there, nothing can be more all-sufficient. Conciseness, 
then, has done its nerfect work. But to effect this jesult requires great abil- 
ity, if not 
genius; and great 
ability, to say nothing 
of genius, 


is 
very 
exceptional. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
when 
brevity 
is 


united with dullness—as it is very apt to be—it loses not iserely 
the power to influence and to inspire, but to inform. To be concise, without 
being bald and jejune, is granted only to the highest order of minds. On the 
other hand, condensation, even when the matter is particularly valuable, is 
rarely entertaining. Intellectual fare can no more be made palatable by com- 
pression than can bodily. Pemtincan is described as a food intended to com- 
prise the greatest amount of ncirition in the smallest space. It Is useful— 
in fact, invaluable—on certain occasions and in certain places. But no one 
is iikely to choose it as a regular article of diet, still less to entertain his 
friends with it at a feast.—From Harper's.

AfMf Other Aspect* of th* Need of • 


Radical Policy in Forestry. 


If the work of savicnf the forests— 


or what is left of them by the Ignor- 
ance and rapacity of corporate and 
private ownership—is to be set on 
foot, once for all, without false starts, 
is muse be undertaken not only in 
a patriotic spirit, but with imagina- 
tion. It is easy to learn what has been 
wasted in-the century past—public re- 
sources probably 
sufficient to have 


ma<!e it unnecessary for any American 
citizen to have paid a cent of tax. 
What is needed, is to project the mind 
fifty years ahead", to consider the prob- 
lem in the light of the enormous for- 
eign population that is coming to um 
and learning from us ghastly lessons 
cf laissez-faire—a policy which in mat- 
ters cf forestry 
their own govern- 


ments have learned through disastrous 
experience to abandon. 


There are tinniistakable signs cf a 


reaction in the excessibs individualism, 
the go-as-you-please, 
every-man-for- 


Einis^f, 
i-raay-do-what-I-wish-witb.- 


my-own views of life. A new spirit is 
upon us, wi'h a cev.- definition of em- 
inent donrain, enlarging its scope to the 
control of private interests that exiit 
to the injury of the public. This is 
not socialism in the violent sense ot 
the word; rightly conceived, it is a 
cew sense of brotherhood. Its prin- 
ciple is, ''You ought not to get your 
happiness at the expense of your fel- 
low men." It dees not point to con- 
fiscation; on the contrary, it promises 
to supply a working substitute for an- 
archy. It may easily be misapplied or 
carried too far. But it is not more 
dangerous than certain false methods 
Of corporate ownership and the equal- 
ly tyrannical excess of trade unionism, 
which together have created so much 
of the new social unrest. The trend 
of progress points to a more excellent 
way. 
To apply this to a single aspect cf 


the forestry Question: Why 
should 


owners of i^ormous tracts of moun-tain 
forests he permitted to denude them to 
the manifest- Injury of the agriculture, 
navigation and commerce of the val- 
leys and streams which they supply? 
We are accustomed to think of nature 
as a dominating force, whereas, 
its 


modification by human action.is the 
most constant of phenomena. The life 
of man has been described as substan- 
tially a warfare against the animals, 
against his fellows, and against the 
face of nature. It is the business ot 
government not to promote, but to re- 
strict this warfare, as it has done in 
the reservation of western forests—one 
of the most important notes of pro- 
gress the country has struck since the 
civil war. It is the office of the wise 
not only to protect the weak against 
the strong-but to protect the foolish 
from themselves. 


There are signs that in this matter 


other countries are awake to 
their 


peril and responsibilities. British Co- 
lumbia is taking- Time by the forelock, 
and, by a sweeping ac^ reserving for 
governmental control every acre of 
forest land not already leased. Colom- 
bia in South America, has also passed 
new forest laws in keeping with in- 
telligent modern public opinion. The 
conference cannot directly legislate, 
but Its recommendations and influence 
ought to shape a policy of co-operation 
between the nation and the 
states 


along uniform lines. The Appalachian 
bill Is a step in the right direction, 
and ought to be enacted, but we must 
go farther, considering the forests of 
the country, with all due respect to 
private ownership a heritage "of pos- 
terity, 


An important and commendable step 


has just been taken by the state of 
New York In the purchase of Mount 
Marcy and other peaks of the Adiron- 
dacks at th© very headwaters of the 
Hudson. This policy should at once 
be continued until the 
reservation 


reaches its maximum extent. Then 
the whole tract should be administered 
under a system which, while guaran- 
teeing private rights, will give 
the 


state supervision of the cutting of 
trees. The public health, the interests 
cf agriculture, commerce and naviga- 
tion In New York and Pennsylvania 
call immediate consideration to the 
whole subject. "Be wise in time; 'tis 
madness to defer."—From an editorial 
in The Century.

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T has been indisputably proved by experiment that animal 
foods are more easily, more readily and more completely 
digested than vegetable; milk, eggs and beef being the most 
readily so of all foods in use, having a minimum of residue 
(from 3 to 6 percent) remaining undigested, while from 20 to 
70 percent of all vegetable foods pass through toe alimen- 
tary tract undigested. While It makes little difference as 
regards the obtaining of nourishment, the question, from 
the view-point of digestion and non-fermentation is decided- 


ly In favor of a mired diet—not wholly one or the other. It is claimed that 
the eating of meat clogs the system with uric acid, producing rheumatism, 
etc. There is no gain, however, in changing to a vegtsble diet, because the 
vegetables that are substituted for meat (those furnishing the protein—beans, 
peas and lentils) contain xanthin, a~substance closely allied to the uric acid 
in meats and producing the same results. Summing up the pros and cons of 
vegetarianism and mixed diet, carefully and without prejudice weighing the 
one over against the other, we may safely say that It is not altogether the 
kind of material that enter the being, fcut the kind of -being the material* en- 
ter.—From the St Louis Globe-Democrat.

BARK 
BEETLE 
IS 
CONQUERED. 


Nature Comes to Aid of Forestry De- 


partment In Annihilating De- 


itroyers. 


After ruining a billion and a 
half 
feet of the choicest lumber 
in 
the 
Black Hills of South Dakota, and rav- 
aging thousands of acres of the finest 
pine trees In -the West the little bark 
beetle, which has robbed Uncle Sam's 
forestry division of $10,000,000 in the 
last ten years, has been put to rout by 
nature working In her own way to ac- 
complish that of which the scientists 
connected with tlie bureau made a 
complete failure. Already the beetles 
are on the decline In numbers and tho 
forest rangers now believe that with- 
in a few years the little pest will have 
disappeared entirely from the Black 
Hills forests. 


Last year the foresters, who 
had 
vainly tried many remedies, noticed 
that many of the trees attacked by 
the beetles were shedding their bark, 
effectually killing' every beetle which 
happened to be In the tree at the time 
the hark fell. They investigated and 
soon found that every tree from which 
the bark had fallen was covered with a 
grayish sllmo which worked bel^YeeD 
the wood and the bark, looslnis the 
latter from the wood and causing the 
death of every young beetle which hap- 
pened to be in Its little gallery or lar- 
vae mine. In most cases the bark sim- 
ply falls from the tree, leaving the 
wood bare and bringing the beetles 
down to earth and certain death. 


The foresters ceased their wood cut- 
ting and stripping and turned their 
attention to transplanting the 
new 
slime to 4ifferent portions of the areas 
which the beetles had attacked, and 
within a few months a serious decline 
in the number of new trees attacked by 
the 
beetles was noticed.—New York 
Herald,

HIS craze of home owning is widespread, and is especially

The 
reason is clear. 
The possibilities of home owning on the 
Continent are remote, with the result that the ownership of 
a home is a cherished longing. They perceive that such 
ownership is possible in this country, and tliey set about it 
actively, securing it eventually at great personal sacrifice 
and probable extinction of freedom. The children of many 
a family have grown up In want owing to the insatiable longing of the par- 
ents to own the home that they live in. They save nothing by it, but on the 
other hand run the risk of incumbeiing themselves with unsalable property. 
They have the delusion that they are not paying rent; but they are paying 
rent and probably more than they can afford. 


The advice that I would give is to select a house or fiat well within one's 
means and put the balance of the savings regularly in the bank. If an oppor- 
tunity in another part of the country then comes one will not find his move- 
ments hampered by the necessity of maintaining an unprofitable investment. 
The American people are essentially nomadic. They cannot be otherwise, 
with new regions to exploit, new towns to found, and 
new opportunities to 
grasp. 


Take the advice of one who has passed the allotted years of three-score 
and ten and who has been a home owner ever since he was twenty-three, dis- 
carding from time to time what appeared to be perfectly satisfactory when it 
was bought, and usually, Interest computed, at a loss. It is my firm Convic- 
tion that no man shown own his own home until he has prosperously passed 
the age of sixty years.

HE gospel of conciseness, like the gospel of silence, is pro- 
claimed in hundreds of articles and books. Every one, 
however little he himself follows its precepts, recommends 
them to his friends and charges disregard of them upon his 
foes. Now, conciseness is neither a good thing nor a bad 
thing in itself. Its va'lue, like its appropriateness, depends 
upon the subject, upon the occasion, upon the audience ad- 
dressed. But the success of it depends most of all upon the 
personality of the speaker. 
If terseness can be united with 
vigor of expression which conveys tho idea powerfully to the mind and with 
point which fixes it there, nothing can bo more all-sufficient. Conciseness, 
then, has done its perfect work. But to effect this y^sult requires great abil- 
ity, 
if 
not 
genius; 
and 
great 
ability, 
to 
say 
nothing 
of 
genius, 
is 
very 
exceptional. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
when 
brevity 
is 
united 
with 
dullness—as 
it is very 
apt to be—it 
loses not 
merely 
the power to influence and to inspire, but to inform. To be concise, without 
being bald and jejune. Is granted only to the highest order of minds. On the 
other hand, condensation, even when the matter is particularly valuable, is 
rarely entertaining. 
Intellectual fare can no more be made palatable by com- 
pression than can bodily, Pemmican is described as a food intended to com- 
prise the greatest amount of nctrition in the smallest space, It is useful— 
in fact, invaluable—on certain occasions and in certain places. But no one 
is iikely to choose it as a regular article of diet, still less to entertain his 
friends with it at a feast.—From Harper's,-

What is needed, is to project the mind 
fifty years ahead, to consider the prob- 
ipm In the light of the enormous for- 
eign population that i^ coming to ui 
and learning from us ghastly lessons 
of laissez-faire—a policy which in mat- 
ters of forestry 
their own govern- 
ments have learned through disastrous 
experience to abandon. 


There are unmistakable signs of a 
reaction in the excessibe individualism, 
the go-as-you-please, 
every-man-for- 
himself, 
I-may-do-what-I-wish-with- 
my-own views of life. A new spirit is 
upon us, with a new definition of em- 
inent domain, enlarging its scope to the 
control of private interests that exist 
to the Injury of the public. 
This Is 
not socialism In the violent sense ot 
the word; rightly conceived, it is a 
hew sense of brotherhood. 
Its prin- 
ciple is, "You ought not to get your 
happiness at the expense of your fel- 
low men." It does not point to con- 
fiscation; on the contrary, it promises 
to supply a working substitute for an- 
archy. It may easily be misapplied or 
carried too far. 
But it is not more 
dangerous than certain false methods 
of corporate ownership and the equal- 
ly tyrannical excess of trade unionism, 
which together have created so much 
of the new social unrest. 
The trend 
of progress points to à more excellent 
way. 


To apply this to a single aspect of 
the forestry question: 
Why 
should 
owners of raormous tracts of mountain 
forests be permitted to denude them to 
the manifest injury of the agriculture, 
navigation and commerce of the val- 
leys and streams which they supply? 
We are accustomed to think of nature 
as a dominating Ibrce, whereas, 
its 
modification by human action »is the 
most constant of phenomena. The life 
of man has been described as substan- 
tially a warfare against tho animals, 
against his fellows, and against the 
face of nature. 
It is the business ot 
'government not to promote, but to re- 
strict this warfare, as it has done In 
thè reservation of western forests—one 
of the most important notes of pro- 
gress the country has struck since the 
civil war. It is the ofilce of the wise 
not only to protect ilie weak against 
the strong-but to protect the foolish 
from themselves. 


There are signs that in this matter 
other countries are awake to 
their 
peril and responsibilities. British Co- 
lumbia is taking' Time by the forelock, 
and, by a sweeping act^ reserving for 
governmental control every acre of 
forest land not already leased. Colom- 
bia in South America, has also passed 
new forest laws in keeping with in- 
telligent modern public opinion. 
The 
conference cannot directly legislate, 
but its recommendations and infiuence 
ought to shape a policy of co-operation 
between the nation and the 
states 
along imlform lines. The Appalachian 
bill is a step in the right direction, 
and ought to be enacted, but we must 
go farther, considering the forests ot 
the country, with all due respect to 
piavate ownership a heritage of pos- 
terity.. 


An Important and commendable step 
has just been taken by the state 
of 
New York in the purchase of Mount 
Marcy and other peaks of the Adiron- 
dacks at the very headwaters of tho 
Hudson. This policy should at 
once 
be continued until 
the 
reservation 
reaches^ its maximum extent 
Then 
the whole tract should he administered 
under a system which, while guaran- 
teeing private rights, will give 
the 
state supervision of tho cutting of 
trees. The public health, the interests 
of agriculture, commerce and naviga- 
tion in New Yorlc and 
Pennsylvania 
call immediate consideration to the 
whole subject, "Be wise in time; 'tis 
madness to defer."—From an editorial 
in The Century,

What to Eat

T has been indisputably proved by experiment that animal 
foods are more easily, moro readily and more completely 
digested than vegetable; milk, eggs and beef being the most 
readily so of all foods in use, having a minimum of residue 
(from 3 to 6 percent) remaining undigested, whfle from 20 to 
70 percent of all vegetable foods pass through tiie alimen- 
tary tract undigested. 
While it makes IKUe difference as 
regards the obtaining of nourishment, the question, from 
the view-point of digestion and non-fermentation is decided- 
ly in favor of a mixed diet—not wholly one or the other. It is claimed that 
the eating of meat clogs the system with uric 
acid, producing rheumatism, 
etc. There is no gain, however, in changing to a vegtable diet, because the 
vegetables that are substituted for meat (those furnishing the protein—^beans, 
peas and lentils) contain xanthJn, a substance closely allied to the uric acid 
in meats and producing the same results. 
Summing up the pros and cons ot 
vegetarianism and mixed diet, carefully and without prejudice weighing the 
one over against tho other, wo may safely say that it is not altogether the 
kind of material that enter the being, but the kind of 'being the materials w-

They perceive that such 
ownership is possible in this country, and they set about it 
actively, securing it eventually at great personal sacrifice 
and probable extinction of freedom. The children of many 
a family have grown up in want owing to the insatiable longing of the par­ 
ents to own the home that they live in. They save nothing by it, but on the 
other hand run the risk of incumbeiing themselves with unsalable property. 
They have the delusion that they are not paying rent; but they are paying 
rent and probably more than they can afford. 


The advice that I would give is to select a house or fiat well within one’s 
means and put the balance of the savings regularly in the bank. If an oppor­ 
tunity in another part of the country then comes one will not find his move­ 
ments hampered by the necessity of maintaining an unprofitable investment. 
The American people are essentially nomadic. They cannot be otherwise, 
with new regions to exploit, new towns to found, and new opportunities to 
grasp. 


Take the advice of one who has passed the allotted years of three-score 
and ten and who has been a home owner ever since» he was twenty-three, dis­ 
carding from time to time what appeared to be perfectly satisfactory when it 
was bought, and usually, interest computed, at a loss. It is my firm Convic­ 
tion that no man shown own his own home until he has prosperously passed 
the age of sixty years.

Is Conciseness a Virtue? 1

HE gospel of conciseness, like the gospel of silence, is pro­ 
claimed in hundreds of articles and books. Every one, 
however little he himself follows its precepts, recommends 
them to his friends and charges disregard of them upon his 
foes. Now, conciseness is neither a good thing nor a bad 
thing in itself. Its value, like its appropriateness, depends 
upon the subject, upon the occasion, upon the audience ad­ 
dressed. But the success of it depends most of all upon the 
personality of the speaker. If terseness can be united with 
vigor of expression which conveys tho idea powerfully to the mind and with 
point which fixes it there, nothing can be more all-sufficient. Conciseness, 
then, has done its perfect work. But to effect this ysult requires great abil­ 
ity, 
if 
not 
genius; 
and 
great 
ability, 
to 
say 
nothing 
of 
genius, 
is 
very 
exceptional. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
when 
brevity 
is 
united with dullness—as it is very apt to be—It loses not merely 
the power to influence and to Inspire, but to inform. To be concise, without 
being bald and jejune, is granted only to the highest order of minds. On the 
other hand, condensation, even when the matter is particularly valuable, is 
rarely entertaining. 
Intellectual fare can no more be made palatable by com­ 
pression than can bodily. Pemmican is described as a food intended to com­ 
prise the greatest amount of nctrition in the smallest space, It is useful— 
in fact, invaluable—on certain occasions and In certain places. But no one 
is iikely to choose it as a regular article of diet, still less to entertain his 
friends with It at a feast.—From Harper's,- 


Nature Comes to Aid of Forestry De­ 
partment In Annihilating De­ 
stroyers. 


After ruining a billion and a 
half 
feet of the choicest lumber in 
the 
Black Hills of South Dakota, and rav­ 
aging thousands of acres of the finest 
pine trees in .the West the little bark 
beetle, which has robbed Uncle Sam’s 
forestry division of $10,000,000 in the 
last ten years, has been put to rout by 
nature working in her own way to ac­ 
complish that of which the scientists 
connected with the bureau made a 
complete failure. 
Already the beetles 
are on the decline in numbers and the 
forest rangers now believe that with­ 
in a few years the little pest will have 
disappeared entirely from the Black 
Hills forests. 


Last year the foresters, who 
had 
vainly tried many remedies, noticed 
that many of the trees attacked by 
the beetles were shedding their bark, 
effectually killing» every beetle which 
happened to be In the tree at the time 
the hark fell. They Investigated and 
soon found that every tree from which 
the bark had fallen wras covered with a 
grayish slime which worked between 
the wood and the bark, loosing the 
latter from the wood and causing the 
death of every young beetle which hap­ 
pened to be in Its little gallery or lar­ 
vae mine. In most cases the bark sim­ 
ply falls from the tree, leaving the 
wood bare and bringing the beetles 
down to earth and certain death. 


The foresters ceased their wood cut­ 
ting and stripping and turned their 
attention to transplanting the 
new 
slime to (JIfferent portions of the areas 
which the beetles had attacked, and 
within a few months a serious decline 
in the number of new trees attacked by 
the 
beetles was noticed.—New York 
Herald. 


made it unnecessary for any American 
citizen to have paid a cent of 
tax. 
What is needed, is to project the mind 
fifty years ahead, to consider the prob­ 
lem in the light of the enormous for­ 
eign population that te coming to u* 
and learning from us ghastly lessons 
of laissez-faire—a policy which in mat­ 
ters of forestry 
their own govern* 
ments have learned through disastrous 
experience to abandon. 


There are unmistakable signs of a 
reaction in the excessibe individualism, 
the go-as-you-please, 
every-man-for- 
himself, 
I-may-do-what-I-wish-with- 
my-own views of life. A new spirit is 
upon us, with a new definition of em­ 
inent domain, enlarging its scope to the 
control of private interests that exist 
to the injury of the public. 
This Is 
not socialism In the violent sense of 
the word; rightly conceived, It is a 
hew sense of brotherhood. 
Its prin­ 
ciple is, “You ought not to get your 
happiness at the expense of your fel­ 
low men." It does not point to con­ 
fiscation; on the contrary, it promises 
to supply a working substitute for an­ 
archy. It may easily be misapplied or 
carried too far. 
But it is not more 
dangerous than certain false methods 
of corporate ownership and the equal­ 
ly tyrannical excess of trade unionism, 
which together have created so much 
of the new social unrest. 
The trend 
of progress points to a more excellent 
way. 


To apply this to a single aspect of 
the forestry question: 
Why 
should 
owners of *uormous tracts of mountain 
forests be permitted to denude them to 
the manifest' injury of the agriculture, 
navigation and commerce of the val­ 
leys and streams wrhich they supply? 
We are accustomed to think of nature 
as a dominating force, whereas, 
its 
modification by human action*is the 
most constant of phenomena. The life 
of man has been described as substan­ 
tially a warfare against tho animals, 
against his fellows, and against the 
face of nature. 
It is the business of 
•government not to promote, but to re­ 
strict this warfare, as it has done in 
th£ reservation of western forests—one 
of the most important notes of pro 
gress the country has struck since the 
civil war. It is the office of the wise 
not only to protect the weak against 
the strong but to protect the foolish 
from themselves. 


There are signs that in this matter 
other countries are awTake to 
their 
peril and responsibilities. British Co­ 
lumbia is taking Time by the forelock, 
and, by a sweeping act* reserving for 
governmental control every acre of 
forest land not already leased. Colom­ 
bia in South America, has also passed 
new forest laws in keeping with in­ 
telligent modern public opinion. The 
conference cannot directly legislate, 
but its recommendations and influence 
ought to shape a policy of co-operation 
between the nation and the 
states 
along uniform lines. The Appalachian 
bill is a step in the right direction, 
and ought to be enacted, but we must 
go farther, considering the forests of 
the country, with all due respect to 
private ownership a heritage of pos­ 
terity- 


An important and commendable step 
has just been taken by the state 
of 
New York in the purchase of Mount 
Marcy and other peaks of the Adiron- 
dacks at the very headwaters of tho 
Hudson. This policy should at onoe 
be continued until 
the 
reservation 
reaches^ its maximum extent 
Then 
the whole tract should be administered 
under a system which, while guaran­ 
teeing private rights, will give 
the 
state supervision of tho cutting of 
trees. The public health, the interests 
of agriculture, commerce and naviga­ 
tion in New York and Pennsylvania 
call Immediate consideration to the 
whole subject, “Be wise in time; 'tis 
madness to defer."—From an editorial 
in The Century.

T has been indisputably proved by experiment that animal 
foods are more easily, more readily and more completely 
digested than vegetable; milk, eggs and beef being the most 
readily so of all foods in use, having a minimum of residue 
(from 3 to 6 percent) remaining undigested, whfle from 20 to 
70 percent of all vegetable foods pass through the alimen­ 
tary tract undigested. While it makes little difference as 
regards the obtaining of nourishment, the question, from 
the view-polnt of digestion and non-fermentation is decided­ 
ly in favor of a mixed diet—not wholly one or the other. It is claimed that 
the eating of meat clogs the system with uric acid, producing rheumatism, 
etc. There is no gain, however, in changing to a vegtable diet, because the 
vegetables that are substituted for meat (those furnishing the protein—beans, 
peas and lentils) contain xanthin, a substance closely allied to the uric acid 
in meats and producing the same results. 
Summing up the pros and cons of 
vegetarianism and mixed diet, carefully and without prejudice weighing the 
one over against the other, we may safely say that it is not altogether the 
kind of material that enter the being, but the kind of being the materials ea­ 
ter.—From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat

Richard Vi- 
cars Boyle, to give him his proper 
name, and a proper fighting name it 
is, was at the outbreak of the mutiny 
an engineer in charge of the construc- 
tion of the East Indian Railway at 
Arrah, which is in northern Bengal. 
At the first rumor of the outbreak 
the women and children were sent to 
Dinapore, and the fifteen Englishmen 
and Eurasians, supplemented by fifty 
/aithful Sikhs, shut themselves up in 
Boyle's bungalow. 
Herwald 
Wake, 
magistrate 
of

district, 
took 
charge, and left a record of tho siege 
writted on the whlt^-washed walls,

was fierce, but the little garrison held 
out from July 28 till August 2, when

He afterward built up 
Morrisania, and gave his name to the 
adjacent village of Eltonla,

There was excitement In every court, 
and uneasiness in every cabinet, from 
London to Vienna, and from Moscow 
to Madrid. 
Her disappearance might 
mean anything, from a frivolous es­ 
capade to a European war. 
She had 
been last seen in Italy, on the road 
to Florence. 
Since then neither her 
brother, the King of Naples, nor her 
sister, the Queen of Spain, nor any 
sovereign, or ambassador, or Journa­ 
list, or spy» had been able to trace 
her footsteps. 
The story of those

He can either go into busi­ 
ness and wish later that ho had gone 
into literature, and he can go into lit­ 
erature and wish he had gone into 
business. 
That is, if he is unsuccess­ 
ful. 
But as for the man who really 
has the divine fire, I never heard of 
one who was sorry for it. 
We cannot 
have, and we do not want, a literature 
founded on the denial of opportunity 
to rising young men to make their 
.choice, but we can have a literature 
founded on the deliberate choice of 
the best 
minds to seek 
the 
best 
things; 
and when we have that, 
America is likely to have the best 
literature.

BOYLE OF ARRAH. 


The recent death, in his eighty- 
sixth year, of “Boyle of A rrah” re­ 
moves one of the few survivors, if 
there are any left, of one of the con­ 
spicuously gallant exploits 
of 
the 
great mutiny in India. 
Richard Vi­ 
cars Boyle, to give him his proper 
name, and a proper fighting name i t ; 
is, was at the outbreak of the mutiny 
an engineer in charge of the construc­ 
tion of the East Indian Railway at 
Arrah, which is in northern Bengal. 
At the first rum or of the outbreak 
the women and children were sent to 
Dinapore, and the fifteen Englishmen 
and Eurasians, supplemented by fifty 
/aithful gikhs, shut themselves up in 
Boyle’s bungalow. 
Herwald Wake, 
magistrate 
of 
the 
district, 
took 
charge, and left a record of tho siege 
writted on the white-washed walls, 
•in case we should be scragged." The 
rebels bad cannon, and the attack 
was fierce, but the little garrison held 
out from July 28 till August 2, when 
Vincent Eyre defeated the 
natives 
and relieved the siege. 
Boyle, who 
was the strategist and engineer of 
the defense, planning 
fortifications 
with great skill, was made a compan­ 
ion of the order of the Star of India, 
and also received a grant of land in 
the neighborhood. 
And ever since 
he has been “Boyle of Arrah."— The 
Argonaut. 


A Country of Patriots, 


In nearly all European countries, 
as in England or Russia, there is a 
wide gulf still between the educated 
classes and the uneducated. 
It is tho 
shameful disgraco of all our civiliza.- 
tion. But in Georgia In the Caucasus 
there is no such gulf. Of course there 
is ignorance.

This alertness of mind Is naturally 
accompanied by the passion for equal­ 
ity, and a peculiar readiness to shake 
off the droll social and political tra­ 
ditions th at generally survive much 
too long. 
“ Your name proves your 
noble family," said my Georgian com­ 
panion to a dripping boy who had 
walked miles through a raging storm 
to pass on a borrowed book and was 
nov* drying his thin cotton clothes 
before our fire. 
“Then I must change 
it," answered the peasant, simply. “I 
refuse to be noble." He also refused 
to touch wine, because it pays duty 
to the Russian Government.— H. W.

Pulse Beats. 


The rate of the pulse in males at 
different ages Is as follows: At birth, 
130 beats per minute; at five years, 
eighty-three beats per minute; be­ 
tween 
10-15 
years, 
seventy-eight 
beats 
per minute; 
between 20-25 
years, 60.7 beats perm inute; between 
25-30 years, seventy-one beats per 
minute; between 30-50 years, seven­ 
ty beats per minute. 


In females-the rate Is from one to 
4.5 beats faster per minute. 


Slow walking raises the pulse from 
ten to twenty beats, while rapid run­ 
ning may raise it to 140. 
This rise 
may last from half an hour to an 
hour. 


Eating raises the pulse from eight 
to twenty beats; without wine, 13.1; 
with wine, 17.5, 
In the morning the 
pulse is ten beats higher than at 
night. 
W hen the barometer rises 
five Inches the pulse increases 1,3 
per minute. 
If the pulse be GO.6 
while lying down it will be seventy 
when sitting and 78.9 when standing. 


HINTS FOR THE HOUSE. 


To clean a copper kettle rub tho 
kettle with powdered bath brick and 
pavifiln and then polish it with dry 
brick. 


When pouring out tea one some­ 
timos is annoyed to find the tea will 
run down the spmt. To prevent this 
rub a little ‘butter around the outside 
of the spout. 


When thin tumblers stick together, 
and there is danger of breaking them, 
do not try to pull thorn apart, but 
put them into a pan of *arm suds.

dir? One cannot entirely blame th« 
artistic and literary

American carriage horse, and the not- 
able stallion Cannon, formerly Thom- 
as W. Lav.-son's prize winner Glorious 
Thundercloud, was purchased by 
a 


committee of judges of horseflesh. The 
department of agriculture 
approved 


the new carriage horse, with a view to 
Its distribution among the farmers of 
the land. Since then Carmon has pro- 
duced several good looking offspring. 
The best of the carriage stock will be 
used In creating the cavalry type. 


The dry. pure air of Colorado is con- 


sidered ideal for the making of a cav- 
alry horse that will do anything, from 
carrying an obese colonel to charging 
up hill at future San Juans, playing 
polo and intelligently ramping through 
crowds on sidewalks. A horse that is 
loyal and'will obey orders without be- 
ing troubled with conscientious scru 
pies is desired—Xew York Tribune.

have taken the place of manual labor 
in the operation of changing the direc- 
tion of a locomotive on a turntable. 
These mechanical powers have_ re- 
duced the cost of operating a turnta- 
ble by hand from about $15 per 24 
hours to §5 for turning 400 locomo- 
tives. 


Xow a bright genius has thought of 


a method the expense of which is so 
small that it can hardly be estimated. 
It consists of a compressed air motor 
placed beneath the turntable and op- 
erated from air furnished by the air- 
brake pump on the locomotive being 
turned. Connection is made between 
the engine and the motor with a piping 
and hose. 
An air pressure of 50 


pounds will tunr the locomotive, and 
as the turning is all done in two min- 
utes the amount of steam used to work 
the pump is too small to reckon.—Pop- 
ular Mechanics.

Not everybody Is aware that th® 
broncho is following In the^footstep» 
of the bison and the Texas steer; 
that Is, the path of extinction. Artist» 
and story writers who -have 
drawu 
their Inspiration of tho great 
west 
from visits to. the Museum of Natural 
History have been inclined to conccal 
this fact. Without the bronco, wliero 
would western fiction be? What artist 
of tho plains could thrill without a 
realistic 
picture 
of 
a four-legged 
cyclone boring holes In zenith and ni^- 
dir? 
One cannot entirely blame th« 
artistic and literary 
fraternity 
for 
conserving the bronco along with her- 
oines and bandits as material neces- 
sary to art. The cowboy Is going with 
the bronco. Both aro indispensable In 
literature. Therefore, they continue to 
exist on paper. Immortality, or at least 
a lengthened lease of life, is guaran- 
teed them until the American reader 
happens to yawn and remark, 
"Tell 
me about something else." 


The United States government, how- 
ever, is concerned about the disap- 
pearance of the bronco, and 
regrets 
that it cannot make believe about the 
matter, like the writers. The problem 
of obtaining mounts for cavalrymen 
has become more serious every day, A 
real cavalryman can't ride on a make- 
believe horse. The cutting up of the 
range into small farms has put the 
cowboy out of business; the bronco Is 
disappearing with the man who exer- 
cised his body in tremendous journeys 
across the plains and 
developed 
a

To breed an improved bronco 
type 
for the use of the cavalry is now tho 
purpose of the experts In charge of tho 
government stud at Fort Collins, Col- 
orado. They want to create and per- 
petuate an animal with all the endur- 
ance, lung power and intelligence of 
the bronco, but possessing qualities 
enabling him to be useful in all parts 
of the United States. 
The Fort Col- 
lins stud began the experiment a few 
y6ars ago of producing an 
original 
American carriage horse, and the not- 
able stallion Carmon, formerly Thom- 
as W. Lawson's prize winner Glorious 
Thundercloud, was purchased by 
a 
committee of judges of horsefiesh. The 
department of agriculture 
approved 
the new carriage horse, with a view to 
Its distribution among the farmers of 
the land. Since then Carmon has pro- 
duced several good looking offspring. 
The best of the carriage stock will be 
used in creating the cavalry type. 


The dry, pure air of Colorado Is con- 
sidered Ideal for the making of a cav- 
alry horse that will do anything, from 
carrying an obese colonel to charging 
up hill at future San Juans, 
playing 
polo and intelligently ramping through 
1 crowds on sidewalks. A horse that is 
loyal and* will obey orders without be- 
ing troubled with conscientious scru- 
ples is desired—New York Tribune.

ble by hand from about ?15 per 24 
hours to f5 for turning 400 locomo- 
tives. 


Now a brigiit genius has thought of 
a method the expense of which is so 
small that it can hardly bo estimated. 
It consists of a compressed air motor 
placed beneatb tho turntable and op- 
erated from air furnished by the air- 
brake pump on the locomotive being 
turned. 
Connection is made between 
the engine and the motor with a piping 
and hose. 
An air pressure of 50 
pounds will turn tjie locomotive, and 
as the turning is all done in two min- 
utes the amount of steam used to work 
the pump Is too small to reckon.—Pop- 
ular Mechanics.

diers called them goobers, and there 
was a well known song entitled "Grab- 
bing Goober Peas," which was a fav- 
orite with troops "marching through 
Georgia,"

sus the total peanut crop amounted to

hours to ?5 for turning 400 locomo­ 
tives.

To breed an improved bronco type 
for the use of the cavalry is now the 
purpose of the experts In charge of tho 
government stud at Fort Collins, Col­ 
orado. They w'ant to create and per­ 
petuate an animal with all the endur­ 
ance, lung power and intelligence of 
the bronco, but possessing qualities 
enabling him to be useful in all parts 
of the United States. 
The Fort Col­ 
lins stud began the experiment a few 
y6ars ago of producing an 
original 
American carriage horse, and the not­ 
able stallion Cannon, formerly Thom­ 
as W. Lawson’s prize winner Glorious 
Thundercloud, was purchased by 
a* 
committee of judges of horseflesh. The 
department of agriculture 
approved 
the new carriage horse, with a view to 
Its distribution among the farmers of 
the land. Since then Carmon has pro­ 
duced several good looking offspring. 
The best of the carriage stock will be 
used in creating the cavalry type. 


The dry. pure air of Colorado is con­ 
sidered ideal for the making of a cav­ 
alry horse that will do anything, from 
carrying an obese colonel to charging 
up hill at future San Juans, 
playing

But the good old boys are scarce. 
The race is almost extinct, one might 
venture to say.

Keeping a

of their duties, and they saw to it 
that the ashes did not fiy over the 
, floor. 


The letters and bills they filed away 
in such an orderly manner that none 
was lost or mislaid, and all were avail- 
able at a moment's notice. In taking 
press copies of letters written in long 
hand, the old-fashioned boys 
were 
careful not to blur them, and when the

Neither was he familiar with 
the past perfbrmances of the "ponies," 
nor with the merits or demerits 
of 
prize-fighters or popular actresses. The 
street-corner game of craps was not 
for him, and the day of the comic 
supplement, that lure to procrastina- 
tion and Idleness, had not arrived. 


Still, he had his fun, however old- 
fashioned the variety may have been, 
though his play was not In working 
hours. 
He attended to business, and 
was not afraid to jump in and do a 
trifle more than he had bargained for. 
He kept his eyes open, learned his 
duties without asking 
unnecessary 
questions, and was ready to accept re- 
eponsibility, even aiter initial failures.

The Old Fashioned 
Boy's Successor. 


The successor of the old-fashioned 
boy should not be condemned too se- 
verely, His faults are not altogether 
of his own making». 
He Is the pro- 
duct of a town that has outgrown old- 
fashioned ideas, perhaps -to its own 
detriment in many respects, As a mer- 
chant recently said: 


"The modern boy, as a rule,' lives In 
a flat. He has never tended a furnace, 
nor carried coal up the cellar stairs, 
and the only fire he knows is the one 
be builds on the asphalt pavement. He 
has never planted a garden, 
never 
milked a cow, and if you put a ham- 
mer and saw in bis hands and told 
him to mend a fence, why, he would 
be 
all at sea. 


"Thes^ things may sound superficial, 
but they give a boy seli-reliance, Jn-*^ 
genuity, and ima^inatton, all of which 
are essential qualities in business life. 
You'll find some' office boys unwlling 
to take reftppnsibility, others 
who 
bluader over the simplest duties, and 
more wfcoe«. oemories are jbo faulty 


that they cah't carry 
a 
message 
straight from one room to ano'ther. 
Such boys haven't received an old- 
fashioned training, you may be fenre. 


"In my opinion; It Is the 
home 
training that counts. 
I am not pre- 
pared to blame the public schools, al- 
though some of the letters we receive 
in answer to advertisements Indicate 
that the boys have been 
Imperfectly 
educated in the ess<^ntials. You can't 
tepch a boy to do ofiice work before he 
gets into business, but you can teach 
him to be honest, conscientious, and 
trust-worthy long before he is ready 
to earn his living, 


"We want hoys who will leave the 
stamp box alone, who won't think too 
much of flashy necklies, and who 
won't talk horse racing about the of- 
flce. There is plenty of room for boys 
of this tyiie, and lots of opportuni- 
ties for promotion." 


While the modern ofiice boy is a rec- 
ognized butt of the jokesmith, it would 
be both ridiculous and unfair, say bus- 
iness men. to condemn him in general 
for inefilclenc>-. 
Bright 
and 
able 
youngsters by the score are scattered 
throuighout the business centres, the 
kind who possess all the 
qualities 
which make for success. As a rule, 
their work is quickly recognized, al- 
though it frequently happens that a 
firm is sorry when the time comes to 
promote a capable boy, because it nev- 
er knows whether it can find another 
to fill the place satisfactorily. 


Hiring a new boy is almost as much 
of a lottery as engaging a domestic. 
You may draw either a prize or a 
blank. It depends upon circumstances 
over which the employer perhaps has 
little or no control. The demand for 
boys is so heavy that the employer ,is 
unable to pick and ^choose. He may 
hire one wlio has no aptitude for of- 
fice work, 
but who would make a 
good mechanic. 
He may get another 
who is lazy, shiftless, and 
always 
''watching the clock." Again, he may 
find one who has determination, who 
Is careful, honest, polite, and willing 
to. do a little more than his share of 
work wLthout complaint. 
This is the 
boy who will be encouraged and sent 
upward, if he maintains his ori-glnal 
gait. Of that he may be sure, for em- 
ployers are on the lookout for polite 
and reliable office assistants, men as 
well as boys. 


A School for Office Boys. 


Some time ago the West Side Young 
Men's Christian Association 
opened 
classes for office boys. The field had 
been canvassed beforehand, and the 
course of instruction was outlined in 
accordance with modern ofiice prac- 
tices. 
Knowing the urgent desire of 
employers for boys of character, the 
instruction included lessons In per- 
sonal appearance, neatness, 
cleanli- 
ness,-carriage and address. 
The im- 
portance of receiving customers and 
visitors with courtesy was made 
a 
feature, and the necessity for convey- 
ing messages accnrately and prompt- 
ly was emphasized. 


Then the pupils were taught how to 
care for books, desks, furniture, sta- 
tionery and other oflUce 
appliances, 
how to answer desk calls from the 
Indicator, and the use of the telephone 
and switchboard, In addition to letter 
copying and bocfk Indexing. 
Most of 
these duties have to be learned by a 
boy after entering an ofiSce, and each 
is Important In its way. 


Business arithmetic, 
the 
simple 
forms of which are frequently a puzzle 
to a new boy, was also taught in the 
classes, and lessons were given in 
business English, spelling, correspond- 
ence, and cotnm^rcial geography, with 
emphasis laid on tbe geography of 
New York, 


Some of the pupils took kindly to 
the courses and were benefited by them 
and the directors believed that 
the 
school justified its existence. They en- 
deavored to turn out 
old-fashioned 
boys, but they had more applications 
for help than they could fill, which in- 
dicates the extent of the demand for 
capable youngsters,—"New York Kven- 
ing Post.

Electric H e a t f o r Plants. 


The growth of plants is known to 
be stimulated by weak electric cur- 
ront'i applied to the soil, but it has 
r.ot been supposed to be economical 
to use electricity for conversion into 
h€/_it for warming hotbeds, as has been 
do/ie by G. Hartman In his experl- 
ricnts at Turbine, Ont. His heater 
consists of about 
2C0 feet of one- 
.welfth-inch iron wire wound in seven 
two-inch coils on one and one-half- 
inch iron pipe, J.he coils, connected In 
series, being mounted 
on 
porcelain 
knobs on a piece of abestos board. A 
frame about G by 8 feet In size has 
a floor, on which Is about five inches 
CiT soil, and the top of the frame is ; 
"covered with two sashes. The heater 
is placed under the floor. Current Is 
taken from a 110-volt circuit, but tho 
energy actually received last year was 
fifteen amperes at eighty volts. 
This 
gave sufficient heat. The hotbed was 
kejjt quite warm, and tender 
flowers 
and vegetables developed rapidly in 
the early spring weather.

Concrete Fly Wheels. 


For slow speed pumps in the Rand 
mines, South Africa, a novel flywheel 
has been adopted. High freight rates 
make iron and steel machinery very 
costly, and the use of concrete rims 
for the flywheels of ten pumps is 
stated to have realized a saving of 
about $10,000. The flywheels are driv­ 
en by electric motors through worm 
gear about 
twenty 
revolutions per 
minute. 
Each wheel is fourteen feet 
In diameter, with a cast iron bosses in 
which sixteen spokes of four-inch tube 
are screwed, and the rim has a base 
and an outside 
of 
one-fourth inch 
sheet iron strips, separated by dis­ 
tance pieces. 
The strips are bolted 
together, the concrete 
rim between 
being thirteen inches wide and thir­ 
teen inches deep, strengthened by four 
one-fourth inch wires Interlaced with 
the distance pieces. 
The weight of 
the wheel is 8,000 pounds and that of 
the rim 6,000 pounds.

When he ran errands, 
he 
didn’t 
stop to discuss the details oi the lat­ 
est murder trial or divorce scandal, 
for these things were 
beyond 
his 
realm. Neither was he familiar with 
the past performances of the “ponies,” 
nor with the merits or demerits 
of 
prize-fighters or popular actresses. The 
street-corner game of craps was not 
for him, and the day of the comic 
supplement, that lure to procrastina­ 
tion and idleness, had not arrived. 


Still, he had his fun, however old- 
fashioned the variety may have been, 
though his play was not in working 
hours. 
He attended to business, and 
was not afraid to jump in and do a 
trifle more than he had bargained for. 
He kept his eyes open, learned his 
duties without asking 
unnecessary 
questions, and was ready to accept re­ 
sponsibility, even after initial failures. 


Fortunately, the old-fashioned boy 
lived before the days of educational 
fads and fancies. He was well ground­ 
ed in the three “It’s.” He could spell 
with his elders, he could write a pre­ 
sentable letter, and lie was not at a 
loss when told to figure interest. And, 
what was equally important, he could 
name the state in which Chicago is lo­ 
cate^ when ordered to address an en- 
^lope. 
The Old Fashioned 
Boy’s Successor. 


The successor of the old-fashioned 
boy should not be condemned too se­ 
verely. His faults are not altogether 
of his own making». 
He is the pro­ 
duct of a town that has outgrown old- 
fashioned ideas, perhaps to its 
own 
detriment in many respects. As a mer­ 
chant recently said: 


“The modern boy, as a rule,* lives in 
a flat. He has never tended a furnace, 
nor carried coal up the cellar stairs, 
and the only fire he knows is the one 
be builds on the asphalt pavement. He 
has never planted a garden, 
never 
milked a cow, and if you put a ham­ 
mer and saw in his hands and told 
bin? to mend a fence, why, he would 
be 
all at sea. 


“Tbesp things may sound superficial, 
but they give a boy self-reliance, In­ 
genuity, and iraaginatkm, all of which 
are essential qualities in business life. 
You’ll find some* office boys unwlling 
to take responsibility, others 
who 
blunder over the simplest duties, and 
more wfcoe*. memories are jbo faulty 
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that they cah’t carry 
a 
message 
straight from one room to another. 
Such boys haven’t received an old- 
fashioned training, you may be feure. 


"In my opinion; it is the 
home 
training that counts. 
I am not pre­ 
pared to blame the public schools, al­ 
though some of the letters we receive 
in answer to advertisements indicate 
that the boys have been 
imperfectly 
educated in the essentials. 
You can’t 
te/u?h a boy to do office work before he 
gets into business, but you can teach 
him to be honest, conscientious, and 
trust-worthy long before he is ready 
to earn his living. 


“We want boys who will leave the 
stamp box alone, who won’t think too 
much of flashy neckties, and 
who 
won’t talk horse racing about the of­ 
fice. There is plenty of room for boys 
of this type, and lots of opportuni­ 
ties for promotion.” 


While the modern office boy is a rec­ 
ognized butt of the jokesmith, it would 
be both ridiculous and unfair, say bus­ 
iness men, to condemn him in general 
for inefficiency. 
Bright 
and 
able 
youngsters by the score are scattered 
throughout the business centres, the 
kind who possess all the 
qualities 
which make for success. 
As a rule, 
their work is quickly recognized, al­ 
though it frequently happens that a 
firm is sorry when the time comes to 
promote a capable boy, because it nev­ 
er knows whether it can find another 
to fill the place satisfactorily. 


Hiring a new boy is almost as much 
of a lottery as engaging a domestic. 
You may draw either a prize or a 
blank. It depends upon circumstances 
over which the employer perhaps has 
little or no control. 
The demand for 
boys is so heavy that the employer .is 
unable to pick and'choose. 
He may 
hire one Who lias no aptitude for of­ 
fice work, 
but who would make a 
good mechanic. 
He may get another 
who is lazy, shiftless, and 
always 
“watching the clock.” Again, he may 
find one who has determination, who 
is careful, honest, polite, and willing 
to. do a little more than his share of 
work without complaint. 
This is the 
boy who will be encouraged and sent 
upward, if he maintains his original 
gait. Of that he may be sure, for em­ 
ployers are on the lookout for polite 
and reliable office assistants, men as 
well as boys. 


A School for Office Boys. 


Some time ago the West Side Young 
Men’s Christian Association 
opened 
classes for office boys. 
The field had 
been canvassed beforehand, and the 
course of instruction was outlined in 
accordance with modern office prac­ 
tices. 
Knowing the urgent desire of 
employers for boys of character, the 
instruction inoluded lessons in per­ 
sonal appearance, neatness, 
cleanli­ 
ness,-carriage and address. 
The im­ 
portance of receiving customers and 
visitors with courtesy was made 
a 
feature, and the necessity for convey­ 
ing messages accurately and prompt­ 
ly was emphasized. 


Then the pupils were taught how to 
care for books, desks, furniture, sta­ 
tionery and other office 
appliances, 
how to answer desk calls from the 
indicator, and the use of the telephone 
and switchboard, in addition to letter 
copying and bodk indexing. 
Most of 
these duties have to be learned by a 
boy after entering an office, and each 
is important in its way. 


Business arithmetic, 
the 
simple 
forms of which are frequently a puzzle 
to a new boy, Wits also taught in the 
classes, and lessons were given in 
business English, spelling, correspond­ 
ence, and cotnmtfrcial geography, with 
emphasis laid on the geography of 
New York. 


Some of the pupils took kindly to 
the courses and were benefited by them 
and the directors believed that 
the 
school justified its existence. They en­ 
deavored to turn out 
old-fashioned 
boys, but they had more applications 
for help than they could fill, which in­ 
dicates the extent of the demand for 
capable youngsters.—•‘New York Even­ 
ing Post.

There nr© fowor Baptists, Metho­ 
dists and Presbyterians in New York 
today than there were 25 years ago, 
though the city’s population has been 
more thau doubled. 
The rapid ex­ 
tinction of churches of these denom­ 
inations in Manhattan during tho past 
decado shows this. 
In 1S9G the Bap­ 
tists reported 64 
churches. 
Last 
year they only claimed 4S. 
Many 
of these claims are pitiful absurdities 
—more names of mission halls and 
soup kitchens, supported by tho char­ 
ity of one or two rich men. 
One- 
half of them represent hopes as yet 
unfulfilled, declares 
Thomas Dixon, 
Jr., in Broadway Magazine. 


The same thing is 
true 
of the 
Methodists, who reported 73 churches 
in 1S96 and only claim 59 in 1907. 
The Presbyterians 
reported 71 
in 
180G and only 57 last year. 


In tho year 1S40 New York City 
had one church to every 
1,800 iu 
population. 
Last year we could not 
find one church to 4,nno population, 
¿counting all our soup kitchens and 
mission halls as “churches.” 


There are many sections 
of the 
city which are practically pagan. Ono 
district of 1G.000 population, which is 
typical of many more, has one saloon 
to 111 inhabitants, and ono church 
to S.19G. 


In another large district there are 
some 50,000 inhabitants, with a sa­ 
loon to every 10,000. 
In tho section 
between Twenty-fourth 
and 
Fifty- 
ninth streets west of Ninth avenue 
there is but one church to 15,0i>0; 
while the district between Fortieth 
and Sixty-fourth streets west of Tenth 
avenuo contains 4G,5G3 people, and ’ 
has but one church. 
1

that many of these churches that are 
reckoned on the map as living and | 
performing their duties to these vast 
populations are dead and don’t know i 
if.

Electric Heat for Plants. 


The growth of plants is known to 
be stimulated by weak electric cur- 
ront'i applied to the soil, but it has 
r.ot been supposed to be economical 
to use electricity for conversion into 
heat for wanning hotbeds, as has been 
done by G. Hartman in his experi- 
ncnts at Turbine, Ont. 
His heater 
consists of about 
2G0 
feet of one- 
,weifth-ineh iron wire wound in seven 
two-inch coils on 
one and one-lialf- 
inch iron pipe, ¿he coils, connected in 
series, being mounted 
on 
porcelain 
knobs on a piece of abestos board. A 
frame about G by 8 feet In size has 
a floor, on which is about five inches 
or soil, and the top of the frame is ; 
covered with two sashes. The heater 
is placed under the floor. 
Current is 
taken from a 110-volt circuit, but the j 
energy actually received last year was 
fifteen amperes at eighty volts. This 
gave sufficient heat. The hotbed was 
kept quite warm, and tender flowers 
and vegetables developed rapidly in 
the early spring weather.
